ciple of Duty or Loyalty, to the Arbritrary Whim of any 
one Man, let him be iſe or a Fool, Juſt or Wickea ; act. 
ing by his om Judgment, or directed by his Mintons 
and Favourites, Male or Female: They are ſuch Repro- 
bates, as not to underſtand the Merit of Paſſive Obedi- 
ence and Non-reliftance, and Laugh at that Mahomeray 
(as they call it) Doctrine, the Bowſtrizg, and by Conſe- 
quence, they will hearken to no Reaſons, that wou'd ſet 
a a Prince above all Law, and that makeshimaccountable

to GOD alone; for you know, Atherſts do not believe 


aGOD; and by that, being Fools, *cis no wonder that

culties and Favours Heav'n has equally beſtow'd on all 


Mankind. You muſt likewiſe allow, that GOD deſigning 


Man for Society, he muſt molt approve of that, which 
makes that Society moſt reaſonable, moſt eaſie, and moſt 
happy; but whereever Liberty is taken away, and Secu- 
rity, which are the Aims of Society, and which cannot 
be obtain d but by Society, the End of Providence is op. 
pos'd, and the Defign of GO D himſelf deſtroy d. Now 
(continue they) the Devil was the firſt that aſſaulted the 


happineſs of Man, and he was ſucceeded in that curſed 


Office by Tyrants, who wou'd rob their People of that 
Security, for the Sake of which they were a People: 


For how are they ſafer againft- Inſults, when the King 
and his Courtiers , his Miſtriſs and his Favourite, have 


Power to take away all they have, nay, ev'n their Lives, 
tho? they live in all the Innocence that Man can attain 


to? nay, when Honeſty and Innocence are moſt likely to 


betray them to thoſe very Inſults they fear ? Farther they 
urge, that it was Mutual Secæarity that fix'd Men firſt of 


all to join themſelves together, and make a People or 


Commonwealth, and to chooſe Heads and Leaders un- 
der Oaths, and certain Reſtrictions, to defend them a- 


gainſt Invadors of their Properties, Forreign and Do- 
meſtick. But if Kingdoms were deriv'd, as others hold 
from Fathers of Families, which encreaſing, multiplyd 


in Time to the Extent of at leaſt a Petty Dominion; 


21] People agree, that a Fathers Dominion is far ſrom 


Arbitrary, and that the good of his Children is his chief 
Deſire, and chief Aim; and a Fathers Name implies 
all tenderneſs and Love, and they Fancy you can ne- 
ver make it out by Reaſon, that Nature has given a Fa- 
ther ſuch an unbounded Power over his Children, as you 
contend a Prince ſhoud have over his People , they will 
Hot ie perſwaded, that Me are no more than Sheep ant 
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xen to be fold and ſlain when ever their Prince pleaſe. 
Again, ſome of them will never own this fatherly Riſe 
of Kings; for, ſay they, according to this, no Father 
cou'd have this Right naturally and juſtly over more, 
than his own Children; and none of the Patriaichs 
had ever Children enough to People ſo much as one Vil- 
lage; and then, how cou'd this Paternal Royalty go 
on? Every Father has the (ame Right in Nature and 
Reaſon ; and by Conſequence, Men cou'd have no more 
| Security under this fatherly Juriſdiction, than if every 
Man were for himfelf , and they ſay, the Chymera of 
of fatherly Kingdoms appears ſtill plainer, if we conſider 
| the Sons of Jacob! For it the Eldeſt Son in theſe pater- 
nal Kingdoms, was to ſucceed the Father, the Sons of 
Ruben, Jacob's firſt Begotten, ſhou'd have been Kings of 
Iſrael from the very beginning, whereas, Moſes of the 
Tribe of Levi, and Saul of the Tribe of Benjamin, and 
David and his Seed of the Tribe of Jada, brought them 
ont of Captivity, and goyern'd them without any Re- 
gard to his paternal jus Divinum of Ruben, and that by Gods 
own Direction; ſo that ſtill it will come to this, that 
theſe fatherly Kings of each Family, finding no Security 
in their narrow Dominions , by mutual Ccn'ent choſe 
ſome one among them to govern them all, and unite 
them into one Body, or Politick Far ily, according to 
ſuch and ſuch Rules or Laws contriv'd ior their ſafety, 
and the Security of their Property; and to the Obſerva- f 
tion of theſe Laws, they naturally tcok Oaths, the Cho- 
ſen Prince to govern by their Dire& ions, and according 
to their Tenor; and the Electors, to be Obedient to the 
Fxecutors of them, ſince without that Obedience, they 
muſt loſe, that Bond and Security, that oblig'd them to 
unite on thoſe Terms; and without that Obedience, it 
was impoſſible there cou'd be any Adminiſtration of thoſe +

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| any Country Eſquire or Town-Spark, that has no Advan- 
tage above the Vulgar, but Cloaths and Pride, ſhou'd 
pretend to any Deterence at all; a Coffee- Hoſe Hero, 

is no more in Reaſon, and to Men of judgment ( ſay 
they } than a Bully, who will ſilence all Men of Gravi- 
ty and good Senſe, with Noiſe, and none are fit to deal 
with him, that are not as Mad and Maſters of as little 
Contideration as he. They pretend likewiſe, to deny 
the formentioned Gentleman's Aſſertion, that a Gentle 
man has not as much Remedy againſt one of the Vulgar 
for an Affront, as one of the Vulgar has againſt him for 
the like , and they own, indeed, that the Law makes 
no Diſtinction betwixt them, becauſe Reaſon can find 
none.

And among all the Roman Tyrants, the Mob a- 
ways far d beft ; it was not unpleaſant perhaps to them, 
to ſee the Emperors rifle the Houſes, ſeize the Eſtates, 
and Murder the Perſons of the Mobility and Gentry, while 
they enjoy d their Looſe, and were indulg'd in all their 
Vices. It was the Mob or Conmoz People which ſet up 
_ the tam Monarchy under Julias Ceſar, for. the Bo- 
dy ot Nobility were againſt him; and the Mob feldom - 
wire fo well pleas'd with a good, as a bad Emperor. 
Twas the Mob, not the Gentry and Mobility of the 
that mad 10 Eietive Crown Deſpotic.

to changes; (ſay they) for ſince it muſt be maintain'd by 
Soldiers, the Soldiers will, when ever they pleaſe, diſpoſe 
of it, as the Roman Empire molt plainly proves; and 
ſhou'd the French Monarch have Peace, his Soldiers 
Vw ou'd do the ſame ; at leaſt if they retain the ſame 
Power in a leſs politick Princes Reign. In Rome, they ar- 
rivd to that Inſolence, that when they had murder d the 
good Prince Pertinax, they ſet the Empire to Sale to 
the faireſt Bidder. Nay, if we conſider how few good 
Princes that Arbitrary State produced, we ſhou'd never 
deſire the like; the Soldier being the Defender of that 
Power, thought it not his Intereſt to advance or defend a 
good Prince on the Imperial Throne; ſince all his Plea- 
ſure and Profit came from the moſt Profligate : Nay, ſo far 
does the Paradoxical Notions of theſe Zealots for a limited 
Monarchy go, as to aſſert, that the Papiſts have ſtillleſs Rea- - 
ſon and Excuſe for being Partizans of Arbitrary Power, 
than any Religion elſe. For their Anceſtors of the fame - 
Religion; nay, their very Clergy, Biſhops, Abots, &. 
ſiruggl'd for Three or Four Hundred Years, againſt the Eu- 
croachments of the Crown on the Liberties of the People; 
to theſe we owe the frequent Signing of Magna Charta; 
Theſe were the Men who calPd in Lewis the Dauphin, 
when King John broak the Law, and acted Arbitrarily , 
Theſe were the Men, that depos d Edward the Second, 
and ſet up his Son in his Place; Theſe were the Men 
that ſerv'd Richard the Second in the fame Manner, 
when his Favourites had made him neglect all Bounds 
_ of Law; in ſhort, all the Fundamentals of our Liberty 
(ſay they ) we owe to the Popiſß Times; ſo that the Pa- 
pifts, that are become ſuch Zealots ſor ſetting a Prince a- 
bove 2 Law ( tho? at his Coronation, he takes a Solemn + 
Oath to "govern /y Law) are either very ignorant of cur © 
Hiſtories, or their Religion, in this particular, is ſtrangely. 
chang d. Let us lock, ſay they, into Germam and we 
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ſhall find our late Revolution juſtiſy'd by the Pope, when 
under his Banner, the Emperor, Henry the Fourth, was 
depos'd by his own Son, and diſerted by his Officers with 
a Salisbury Defertioa, not for his Evil Government, but for 

oppoſing the papal Encroachments on the Anperial Power. 

They farther urge, that all Government is founded in 
the Conſent of the People; and that the Theocracy it {elf 
was not excepted, as is plain from the Book of Samuel; 
and that GOD himſelf allow'd their Right, and gave 
em a King when the Voice of the People demanded One. 
In ſhort, they ſay, they wonder Men ſhou'd take u 
Principles as infallible, that are warranted neither by 
Reaſon nor Religion, but deſtructive of both. I hey 
wou'd have us look into the Lives of Tiberius, Nero, 
Calligula, Otho, Vitellus, Domitian, Commodus, Caracal- 
oa, Heliogabalus. The pr eſent Perſe aan Monarchs, where

and on a Freak of his, Pay for his Supper, with his Lite; 
the Monarch careſſes him one Minute, and orders him

Are not the People all Slaves? and yet they live, they eat, 
they drink, Roots and Water, if not better things, And 
what Phyſician, or Philoſopher will not ſay that a ſ paring 
homely Diet is better than affluence and luxury? So that 
Arbitrary Power ought to be Meaicinally preſcrib'd the 
People to preſerve their Healths, for in this free Govern- 
ment the very Mob die of Surfeits, and luxurious feeding; 
by which: the publick loſes, and none get but Aporkeca- 
ries, Doctors, Parſons, Sextons and Clerks.
